Broad Scope 

Actually, “library’' is a mis-| 
nomer — or at least an incom-j 
plete description. The Kennedy ji 
Library will be at least as much! 
oriented to the public as to the 
scholar, and because of its loca- 
tion — in a major metropolitan 
area already rich in historic 
tourist-luring sites— it will prob- 
ably attract huge numbers of 
visitors. 

Thus it must, like the earlier 
presidential “libraries” built by 
former presidents Hoover, Tru- 
man and Eisenhower, have a 
substantial museum section for 


the display of memorabilia, pho- 
tos. gifts, and so on. 

The aim of Mrs. Kennedy 
and the others planning the li- 
brary is to make “as vital as 
possible an exhibit — not only 
of the man but of his times,” 
according to one aide. 

Thus there will be special 
booths where visitors, by push- 
ing different buttons, may see 
films of a Kennedy press con- 
ference. a major foreign policy 
speech or a campaign appear- 
ance. 

The selection may also include 
related material not directly in- 
volving Mr. Kennedy, such as a 
missile-launching site or other 
activity. 

Radio Tapes 

Some unusual material has al-| 
ready been turned up for this 
tape-and-film collection. There 
is, for example, a radio tape of 
Mr. Kennedy reciting the entire \ 
Declaration of Independence as 
part of a July Fourth speech he ! 
delivered while still a senator, j 
Leroy Collins, president of the 
National Association of Broad-: 
casters and an old Kennedy po-i 
litical ally, is helping to get ra- 1 
dio stations to sift their own files: 
for similar material. 

The archives at the library 
will be unique in two ways, j 
First, they will include rele- 
vant records and papers of a , 
great number of the officials ! 
who worked with Mr. Kenne- 
dy, rather than being limited ; 
to his own White House papers. : 

The aim here will be to pro-j 
vide a full record of the many: 
major decisions and actions 
which could not be fully docu- : 
menled by White House papers 
alone. 

In the civil rights field, for 
example, the records of Assist- 
ant Attorney General Burke 1 
Marshall are critical, and they 
have already been filmed by a 
crew from the National Ar- 
chives. 

Talks by Aides 

In addition to such films, 
there will be another unprece- 
dented section in the “archives” 
of the Kennedy Library — a col- 
lection of tape-recorded (and in 
some cases perhaps video- __ 
taped) interviews with men and ^ 
women associated with Mr. Ken- ’ * 
nedy in one wav or another.
